Posthumous writings of S. B. Parris, M.D. 
We are pleased to see that proposals have 
been issued for pnblishing by subscription, 
“a variety of selections in prose and verse 
from the manuscripts” of the late Samuel 
Bartlett Parris, M.D. of Attleboro’ Mass. 
We knew the talents, the learning, the vir- 
tues of this young man well, and can hardly 
repress the generous tear when we think of 
his early passage to the tomb. He entered 
as a freshman in Brown University at the 
age of 9 years. Having finished his educa- 
tion at that Jnstitution, he devoted his atten- 
tion to the study of medicine, the usual time, 
in the medical College at Cambridge. Sub- 
sequently he commenced the practice of phy- 
sic and surgery in Attleboro’, where after two 
years’ residence he expired at the early age 
of 2]—just ag he had entered the threshhold 
of active life with the most flattering pros- 
pects of extensive howor and usefulness. 

A greai lover and devoted friend of litera- 
ture, he spent much of his time--enough 
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for mental recreatiou—-in writing on various 
subjects both in prose and poetry ; and what- 
ever came from his pen was finished with a 
master’s hand. We now have in our pos- 
session some fugitive pieces written by him 
when not more than twelve or thirteen years 
old, which it would be difficult for a stranger 
to believe were not written by some mature 
and well stored mind, which might class with 
the best authors of the age. ‘This is saying 
much we know; but we know it to be true. 
The partialities which near relatives are apt 
to entertain for each other, we trust do not 





influence our judgment as to the extraordi- 
nary attainments of this young man, this 
most unassuming—this departed genius.— 
| While living, bis modesty would not permit 
him to suffer any of his manuscripts to go to 
the press; but since his decease, we are 
gratified to learn that his surviving relatives 
are disposed to present them to the public. 
We doubt not they will fully sustain the truth 
of the opinion we have expressed of the na- 
tive brilliancy of his genius and the extent 
of his literary acquisitions.
